Wo plantand BOW 'asitconies.' We 

tako tbo seed of the same grain that we 
use in '.ilo iiggfegate, and sow it. Is 
not this tho cubo almost always ? Corn 
is an exception to some extent — but 
wliy do wo esoept corn ? Beoanso I', 
is baodypto splogt. Bat. why select at 
all ? Because) it is 'underaiood ib' tie 
Eood. Analogically, then, it is good to 
do the sarao with wheat, oats, barley, 
i&e. But this ia lees easily dune ; wo 
tberoloro neglect it. How long will it 
take a farmer to go through his wheat 
and socare ibe finest and ripest beads 
Hufflcient to aow an aoro; or half an 
acre, or a quarter — or even a pint of 
Heed. This pint sowed will be HulTicienl 
to form a loH crop. 'Tlie boat head- 
tukeu iVoin thin again and sowed, will 
yield nuoihor lest crop, Irom which 
sboaid ba taken ai before, and so on 
for a number of years, say half a dozen 
— more still better. But three or four 
years will woi k a decided difl'erei'ce 
But tbo tiling should bo coiiliaued from 
Heleclijd wheal every lime- It thi^ way 
l^rain can bo imjirovod aud trops en- 
larged. There will bo larger grain'*, 
ourlior maturity aud hotter growth.— 
Jiural World.
